Suit, which was instutcd in 
friendly spirit, by agreement, at 
September term of circuit court, 
to get decision on the merits of' a 
claim for tuition earned by the 
Earlim-ton Graded and High 
School dtfliaf the year tott-ioia 
was decided by Judge Gordon 
Tuesday favorably to the plaintiff. 
The Burlington School had been 
made one of the county high schools 
by action of the < Yunty Board of 
Education, through extension of 
the county high school contract 
to include Eariington, Dawson 
Springs and Hanson, as well as 
Madisonville. This extension was 
secured through the efforts of 
Paul M. Moore, then a member of 
the County Board, and friends of - 
the movement, including the prin- 
cipals and superintendents of all 
the high schools in the county. 
The extension was granted in the 
summer of 191 1. After the school 
work for the year was more than 
half over tecnicalities were raised 
as to the standing of the Eariing- 
ton school under the agreement 
with the county board and, when 
the account was presented for pay- 
ment after close of the school, the 
county board voted against its 
payment. But, upon special pica 
by Mr. Moore, the county board 
voted to submit the issue to ad- 
judication in friendly suit. 0. J. 
Waddill was chosen attorney for 
the school and H. P. S. Bailey for 
the county board. A portion of 
the bill presented by Prof. Jenkins 
for the Daw son Springs school was 
also refused, on the ground that 
some of the pupils had not taken 
the examination for common 
school diploma before the County 
Board of Examiners and were 
therefore not entitled to county 
high school privileges. 

The question of entrance require- 
ments is decided by the court and 
is of especial interest to the people 
of Hopkins county. A portion of 
the account sued lor by the Eari- 
ington School was for tuition for a 
number of pupils who had com- 
pleted the graded school course 
here and were already doing satis- 
factory work in the high school 
branches before the Eariington 
school was made a county high 
school. It was contended on be- 
helf of the County Board of Edu- 
cation that the County Superin- 
tendent had established as a stand, 
ard that all pupils must secure a 
common school diploma before 
entrance into a county high school 
could bi attained. The contrary 
argument was that the law only 
required evidence that the common 
school course had been completed 
and that the fact of these pupils 
having completed the graded 
school course satisfactorily was 
sufficient evidence that they were 
prepared to do high school work. 
The court upheld the argument of 
Mr. Waddill on this point and al- 
lowed the whole account with in- 
terest from Biattoibti 191 1 until 
paid. An appeal was asked for 
and granted and the County Board 
of Education will probably take 
the case to the higher court for 
final decision.
